BAVARIA THREATENS CLASH 


Bad Faith Is Charged, and 
Coalition and Non-Socialist 
Papers Hint at Resistance. 





BHRLIN, March 12.— The . Federal 
Council today adopted the Government’s 
draft law providing for the definite dis- 
solution of all German civilian guards 
And self-defense. organizations. Bavaria’s 
seven votes were the only ones cast in 
| Opposition to the measure. This threat- 

ens to bring to a head the long-expected 

Clash ‘between the Central Government 
and Bavaria, which stubbornly opposes 
the breaking up of the powerful system 
,0f EKinwohnerwehr and local committees 
formed to maintain law and order. 

The Bavarian Government has de- 
clared that the measure is not demanded 
by reasons o? foreign relations, and that 
its’ enforcement will seriously threaten 
internal unity. The representative of 
Bavaria claimed that neither the Ver- 
sailles Treaty nor the Spa agreement 
obligates Germany to dissolve her self- 
defense organizations. 

“‘In the name of Bavaria,’’ said the 
representative, ‘‘I emphatically protest 
against this law, which is inimical to the 
Government's prestige and policy.’’

DR. SIMONS WARNS 
AGAINST A BREAK 


Says He Realized in London the 
World: Sees Germany in 
the Wrong. 


BERLIN, , March 138 (Associated 
Press).—Dr. ‘Walter Simons, the Foreign 
Secretary, in his speech in the Reichstag 
yesterday, which was ngticeable for its 


extreme moderation, and during which 
he gave an elaborate exposition of the 
proceedings at the eet reparations 
conference in London, appeared to ques- 
tion whether the allied demands had 
beén rightly estimated in Germany. 

‘“*T must say,’’ Dr. Simons declared, 

“that»when one comes face to face with 
our opponents in London, when one 
hears what the situation is in their 
countries and under what distress and 
cares they themselves are laboring, it 
becomes clear that their demands are 
not inspired merely by the intoxication 
of victory or lust for power, put that, on 
the contrary, they are the result of 
extrpordinasiy heavy troubles and dis-

S SWHPT BY FRE 
50 BUILDINGS RAZED 


Most of Hospital Section Goes 
Up Like Tinder. in ‘Mys- 
terious Blaze. 


DOZENTOWNS SEND FIREMEN 


But They Are Handicapped by 
Lack of Water, and Fight 
to Save Near-By Homes.

Camp Deserted by Soldiers Three 
Months Ago and Lumber Sold 
to Construction Company. 


A large part of what rematned of 
Camp Merritt, N. J., principal embarka- 
tion camp for the American Expedition- 
ary Foroe during the war and principal 
debarkation camp after it, was 
burned last night by a spectacular fire. 

The greater part of the hospital sec- 
tion of the camp, about fifty buildings, 
was destroyed, with many piles of lum- 
ber which had been placed during the 
dismantling process in what used to be 
the camp streets. 

The efforts of the fire departments 
of a dozen nearby towns were required 
to prevent the spread of the flames, 
and at one time all this section of the 
camp, including the old camp head- 
quarters, the headquarters of the con- 
structing quartermaster, the morgue, 
the officers’ quarters, the nurses’ home, 
the telephone station, the Red Cross 
headquarters and the camp heating sta- 
tion were believed to be in danger. 

The structures destroyed included 
forty hospital buildings from 60 to 100 
feet long, all one-story frame structures, 
a two-story officers’ quarters and six 
or eight one-story barracks. 

Handicapped by Lack of Water. 

The fire fighters were already handi- 
capped by lack of water. The camp water 
system had been disconnected and lines 
of Bose, some of them nearly 2,000 feet 


in length, hadto be leid. The pressure 


was so low that the streams of water 
cotild not be sent upimiore than twelve 
or fifteen feet from the nozzles. / 

Long before thé fire was undér con- 
trol,, engine companies from Tenafly, 
Hackensack, Englewood, Cresskill, Du- 
mont, Haworth, Palisade Park, Palisade 
Township, Ridgefield ‘Park, Norwood, 
Teaneck and Nyack, N. Y., were strung 
out around the burning area. The 
Nyack company brought a chemical en- 
gine which did‘ effective work. 

Because of the lack of water little 
could be done to Imit the area of de- 
struction. Bucket brigades were formed 
and used to get water from streams and 
wells. There was general agreement 
that the work of the firemen was all 
that prevented the destruction of much 
of the rest of the camp and nearby 
houses. ; 

The amount of the damage was esti- 
mated at between $150,000 and $200,000, 
based upon wnat the burned lumber 
would bring in the open market, less the 
cost of dismantling. 

All the buildings were vacant, having 
been purchased about a year ago by the 
Harris Brothers Construction Company 
of Chicago, which had started to dis- 
mantle the buildings from the eastern 
end of the camp, while the fire started 
ae the southwestern part. The buildings 

had ceased to be government property 
and the last small guard of soldiers 
was withdrawn about three months ago. 


Buildings Go Up Like Haystacks. 


The buildings were all of:soft pine with 
tarred paper roofs and went-up like hay- 
stacks, the flames leaping from seventy- 
five to one hundred feet into the air 
end being visible for more than twenty 
miles. The roads leading to the camp 
were literally jammed with automobiles. 
The police ‘of the nearby towns assist- 
ed the firemen and established lines to 
keep back the spectators and prevent 
them getting into the danger zone. 

The difficulties of the fire fighters 
were greatly enhanced by the burning 
embers which were carried high in the 
air by the draft caused by the fire and 
deposited, still blazing, many yards 
away. Volunteer bucket brigades helped 
the owners of homes near the camp and 
averted the danger of many more fires. 

The origin of the fire could not be as- 
certained. It appeared to break ‘out 
simultaneously in four or five buildings 
in the hospital section about 9 o’clock. 
So far as known no one saw the fire in 
its incipiency. It made itself apparent 
suddenly to every one within seeing dis- 
tance by bursting from the windows 
and roofs of several buildings. 


Starts Among Oonvalescent Wards. 


The fire started among what used to 
be the wards for convalescent soldiers, 
in which thousands of troops were placed 
on.their return from France. This sec-. 
tion of the camp is northwest of the 
junction of Victory Avenue and Knick- 
erbocker Road, and is at the junction of 
the three Boroughs of Tenafly, Dumont 
and Cresskill. 

The Tenafly Fire Department was the 
first to arrive and its Chief, William H. 
Mowerson, took charge. Aid was soon 
furnished by the Fire Department of. 
Hackensack, Englewood, Cresskill, Du- 
mont, Closter and Haworth. It was 
realized at once that. there was no hope 
of saving any building’ alteady afire 
and it was decided to try to confine the 
fire to an ‘area of about three-fourths of 
a square mile, bounded by Hincghley 
Avenue, Knickerbocker Road and Madi- 
gon: Avenue. 

Justowest of the camp are a number 
of small private dwellings, and the com- 
panies from Dumont an :‘Haworth were 
assigned to protect them. The other 
fire companies strung out just north of 
the fhe 4 area and tore down. some 
of. the dings in the path of the

TO DEMAND INQUIRY 


Court Will Be Asked to.Compel 
Banker ‘to Answer Ques- 
tions in Divorce Suit.

SHE IS IN POCANTICO HILLS 


Her Counsel Will Appear at 
Poughkeepsie Tomorrow— 
Lawyers Silent on Case. 


The next move in the divorce suit in- 
stituted by James A. Stillman, Presi- 
dent of the National City Bank of New 
York, against his wife, Mrs. Anna Ur- 
quhart Potter Stillman, will be an effort 
to subject the banker to a. grilling ex- 
amination. This, it mwas ascertained 
yesterday, will be the initial step in re- 
taliation taken by the defense. 

Tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock at- 
torneys for Mrs. Stflman will appear 
before Supreme Court Justice Joseph 
Morschauser at White Plains and argue 
a motion to. show cause. They will seek 
to have Justice Morschauser direct, the 
banker’s counsel to give reasons why he 
should not appear in open court and be 
quéstioned. John F. Brennan of the 
Yonkers law firm of Brennan, Curran 
& Bleaksley, and lawyers from the firm 
of Cadwalader, Wickersham & Taft are 
scheduled to be there for Mrs. Stillman, 
and they will be opposed by Cornelius 
J. Sullivan of Nicoll, Anable, Fuller & 
Sullivan, and by A. Parks of Stanchfield 
& Levy. 

While the effort to bring Mr. Stillman 
into court will be ostensibly. for the pur- 
pose of establishing his ability to pay 
alimony and counsel fees, it was said 
he would face a volley of questions on 
matters far afield from alimony and 
costs. Just what line these inquiries 
will take could not be established by 
statement of counsel yesterdey. 

According to one informant, Mrs. Still- 
man, in order to establish her rights to 
alimony, must put in an affirmative de- 
fense alleging -counter-claims against 
her husband. When Mr. Brennan, re- 
cuperating at Atlantic City, was asked 
to talk about this end of the case, he 
declined to: be quoted. 

To Clear Up Stillman’s Income. 


One thing that will be cleared up at 
the hearing in White Plains will be the 
‘amount of the bank President’s income. 
Mrs. Stillman has asked that the court 
allow her $10,000 a month alimony and 
counsel fees of $25,000 and in response 
to this the banker reported that a 
former income of $800,000 a year had 
dwindled to $220,000 yearly, due to pay- 
ment of income and other taxes. 

A sensational story printed yesterday 
in a New York newspaper and in a 
Poughkeepsie weekly brought’ state- 
ments from Surrogate Daniel J. Gleas 
son, referee in the divorce suit, and 
from John B. Mack, former District At- 
torney of Dutchess County, to the effect 
that they had not supplied the informa- 
tion which inspired the story.

Simpson Methodist Church, was found 
just before last midnight by Alderman 
John Kelly, owner of the house in which 
Mrs. Wilson and Mrs. Elizabeth Mar- 
shall, her ,widowed mother, were ten- 
ants. Kelly, his wife and his sister-in- 
law had been visiting Mrs. Marshall. 
He. had’ gone. out in search of Mrs. 
Wilson at the request of the mother. 
‘The room in which Mrs. Marshall and 
her visitors had been sitting was about, 
fifty feet from the spot where the body 
was discovered. Alderman: Kelly said 
that no outcry had beén heard by any 
one, but he thought the wind and heavy 
downpour of rain would have drowned 
out any cries for help. 

Mr. Kelly notified Chief of. Police 
Tonnesen and Coroner E. K. Hansen. 
Examination of the body by Dr. U. L. 
Suydam, County Physician, assisted by 
Coroner Hansen and Dr. J.-E. Nautley, 
disclosed that Mrs. Wilson, who was 26 
years old, had been killed in a shocking 
manner. They termed it a ripper mur- 
der, Death was due to a hemorrhage, 
‘according to the Coroner’s verdict, al- 
though the autopsy revealed she had 
been a sufferer from heart disease end 
‘that this might have caused her death 
with the first blow from her segetiant.

There were evidences that Mrs. Wilson 
had been stunned by'a blow on the head. 
Her undergarments, pocketbook and hat 


‘ring she had worn was found about 
twenty feet from the body, but the police 
have not discovered a diamond, studded 
platinum wrist watch which She -was 
known to have worn. The contents of 
the pocketbook were undistuPbed: 

Joseph E. Strickler, Prosecuting Avt- 
torney of Middlesex County, who has 
worked on the case sincé last night, said 
that Mrs. Wilson’s slayer was a degen- 
erate. He said he had only one meager. 
clue.’ It was furnished by a woman of 
the neighborhood whose name he would 
not reveal. She reported that about 
9:30 o’clock she“ noticed four men, all 
evidently intoxicated, standing at High 
and Fayette Streets, two blocks from 
the spot where the body was found. 
She was walking on the other side of 
the street. y 

As she went by she saw a young 
woman pass the group and imthediately 
one of the four started to follow. It 
was too dark to recognize the young 
woman, but she believed her to have been 
Mrs. Wilson.. The witness ‘was under 
the impression that the four men were 
foreigners.

Employers — Do Not -Use

It would be-most unfortunate if em- 
ployers abused their present advantage 
by penalizing labor for its misuse. of 
power, for employers now have oppor- 
tunity to demonstrate that the assunip- 
tion ia incorrect that they are uni- 
formly arrayed against or antagonistic 
to labor, says a report of the Commit- 
tee of Industrial Relations of the Mer-

Adoption of the report by the associa- 
tion was‘announced yesterday in the as- 
sociation’s ‘weekly bulletin. It is signed 
by Gerhard M. Dahl, Vice President of 
the Chase National Bank; E. K. Hall, 
Vite President. of the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company; Louts

Peestulis 
never sent for his wife. Verbiteky never 
married, and for half a lifetime the

became 234 Dover Terrace. 

Verbitsky kept an working in factories, 
slowly accumulatin ga modest hoard ‘of 
gold that one day was to take him Dack 
home that he might rest.in his old age. 

Pecsiulis never went into a factory. 
The printed cards he carried announcéd 
him.@s carpenter and hunter. Mostly, 
he hunted. He. began to shoot when a 
child’s rifle Was taller than he. Rifle, 
pistol, shotgun were all one to him. He 
became a dead shot with anything that 
had a trigger. His carpenter's tools fell 
into disuge and he subsisted by trapping 
muskrats and shooting wild birds. 

Long before Pecaiulis became, recently, 
65 9 old~just a year younger than 
his ‘housemate-he had come to look 
much like all men of the open. Six 
feét four, gaunt, wiry, grizzled, with 
a weather-burnt, graying beard and 
wide-set, piercing eyes, he wae an inof- 
fensive man who got his way in a 
crowd. His neighbors found him slow 
and taciturn, law abiding and much 
given ‘to minding his own business. 

A few weeks ago, while they were 
dismantling Camp Merritt, Peeziulis de- 
cided hé’ would like to extend his quar- 
ters. He picked out a wooden shack on 
the reservation and discovered that it 
would cost him $1,000 more than he 
possessed. He brooded a good deal 
about that. 


A Tense Moment. 


Just before midnight Saturday night 
Pecaiulis and Verbitsky sat chatting 
monosyllabically in that house where 
they had beén at peace for thirty years. 
Pecziulis knocked out his pipe, wandered 
out into the kitchen, came back with 
catlike tread, shoved the muzzle of a 


shotgun, at Verbitsky’s abdomen and 
said: 

“You must give me a thousand dol- 
lars.”’ 

Verbitsky took one glance at the set 
face, with one wildly lighted eye sight- 
ing steadily down the barrel, then shrenk 
Away, wriggled—to the floor and raised 
his arms in supplication as he poured 
forth a ples; for his life. 

‘The barrel never wavered in the other 
man’s unshaking hands, except when 
now and then it shifted from one vital 
spot te another, and at last Verbitsky 
promised to-froduce every penny of his 
life’s savings if he might get up. Still 
covered over every inch of his way, Ver- 
bitsky ripped up a loose board in a 
corner of the room and counted out 
$735, which he stacked on the table, 

Then he looked into the face he had 
known so Jong and that had changed so 
suddenly.

The Administration’s future. foreign 
policy*as affecting the maintenance of

According ‘to figures compiled’ by the 
War Department, a United States regu- 
lar army/ of 175,000 men would be 0.16 
per cent. of the country's population. 
This proportion is exceeded by the stand- 
ing military. establishments of every 
other country: in the world, with the 
exception of ‘Brazil, Paraguay and Co- 
lombia. Bven Germany, with the army 
of 150,000 allowed her by the Treaty 
of Versailles with the thought that such 
a small force would render her im- 
potent in a military way, has a stand- 
ing army representing 0.27 per cent. of 
her population.

For ‘‘The Faith Healer ” 1s. un- 
equivocally a miracle story. It has the 
courage of its convictions, anyhow.

It meets. the 
challenge that’ ffs miracles are merely

In January and again last week the 
Board: of Estimate refused to recom- 
mend the erection in Madison Square 
of an Altar of Liberty at private ex- 
roe: This altar is to be ‘a prelim-

40 memorial.” ” The project is not of- 
ficial: The’ Mayor's Cemmittee on 
Permanent War Memorial ‘has not de- 
cided. on the form of that memorial. 
The fatal objection to the altar is 
that it was and is a part of the plan 
for a memoria] arch, To authorize 
the building of the altar is to commit 
the city to the arch, prematurely and 
long in advance of any general agree- 
ment-on, or even thorough discussion 
and consideration of, the form the 
permanent war memorial should take. 
Paris,. whose tradition and sense of 
art are so ch stronger and richer 
than ours, as wisely’ resolved to 


° wait ten years before deciding upon 


her war memorial. New York should 
follow that example. ‘Without preju-

THE CUBAN CRISIS. 

Unless there is an eleventh hour 
postponement... again, there will be 
elections in Cuba tomorrow to deter- 
mine who shall be President MENo- 
CAL’s successor. These elections ate 
called in districts where the results of 
the.count last November were chal- 
lenged, the ‘courts having intervened 
under the Crowder act. In practically.

,| erals, who expected to elect their can- 


didate, General Joss .Micup. Gomez, 
and charged fraud ane intimidation by

The election in November was fair 
if the Coalition supporters of Dr. 
Zavas, chiefly Liberals and Conserva- 
tives, are to be believed; and it was 
fraudulent if there is truth in the 
accusation made by the Miguelistas, 
or followers of General Gomez, -that 
President MENocaL used the army to 
keep them away from the polls in 
provinces otitside of Havana. On the 
face of the returns General Gomez 
carried Havana by a majority of sev- 
eral thousand votes. In the five other 
provinces, Pinar del Rio, Matanzas, 
Santa Clara, Camaguey: and Oriente 
(Santiago),.Dr. Zayas received major? 
ities the sum of which overcame the 
lead of General Gomez in Havana, ac- 
cording to the Coalitionists. It iin 
the interior that the Miguelistas al- 
lege they did-not have fair play. In 
Camaguey, which is counted a Liberal 
stronghold, General Manz, who coni- 
manded’ the troops, was @ candidate 
for Congress, afid he suffered defeat. 
Naturaily, the Coalitionists point to 
this’ result as proof that the army was 
not impropetly used. A considerable 
number of the 6ld Liberals, who ‘are 
‘no longer Miguelistas, voted for Gen- 
eral Mantt, There were ten homicides 
on the island on election day in No- 
vember, The Liberals have insisted 
that the homicides were political, and 
that most of the victims belonged to 
their party. On the other hand, 
‘Colonel CHARLES HERNANDEZ, Secfe- 
tary of the Government, asserts that 
there was no great disorder nor many

viol death vere “less than ‘ten,

-_.4 LABOR CONCESSION. 

In England the Government has 
been planning public works in order 
to give temporary employment to men 
out of a job. The question was raised 
in Parliament what woyld be done 
with those who refused to work. 
Speaking as the leader of the Labor 
Party; Mr. .Cirnes offered to make 
what he evidently considered to be a 
generous opncession. He agreed that, 
if any of the unemployed declined to 
accept a job found for them by the 
Government, the Government would 
be justified in stopping their unem- 
ployment dole of twenty shillings a 
week. This is a serious blow to the 
right not to work. 

It does not,/ however, touch the 
right to refusé to others the right to 
work. In the English building trades 
there is at present a shortage of 
skilled-labor. Luoyrp Georce told th 
Commons a few days ago that plans 
had been made and contracts let 
which would give employment to 
50,000 more men. The Government 
had proposed to the builders to take: 
on that number of ex-soldiers now out 
of work. But the trades unions 
would not permit it. They would not 
have their ‘monopoly diluted. The 
only right the ex-service men had 
was to be idle and to be supported 
out of taxation. On this subject Mr. 
Ciynges has not shown a willingness 
to yield. . 


TRADING AND TAXING. 
The difference between doing busi- 


well brought out by the cases in which 
the Government is seeking to collect 
taxes on capital as income, and to cal- 
culate profit and loss with reference to 
arbitrary dates rather than to the 
facts of the.case.

agent is as sacred writ. But our 
courts think. more of law than of ac- 
counts, and care little where .their 
precedents lead or what trouble ‘they 
may give to either Congress or: tax 
collectors. Courts think more of the 
practice of meerchants than of legis- 
lative fiats.: 

Congress sinned against the light in 
‘seeking to tax capital:as income after 
the courts had distinguished between 
them, according “to the methods of 
accountants, and sinned again in es- 
tablishing and maintaining’ an arbi- 
trary date, March 1, 1913, as the time 
from which profits and losses must be 
calculated through future years. Per- 
haps now Congress will récognize that 
capital is not income merely because 
the statute so affirms, and will per- 
ceive that as the years pass there is 
an accumulation of reasons why there 
should be a reconsideration of the date 
fixed. Over so long a. term. many 
things happen not within theintention 
of the taxlayers or foreseen by them. 
In the Goodrich case tax was collected 
on a profit of $120,710, being the dif- 
ference in prices between the statutory 
date: and the sale. But there was an 
actual loss on the difference in ‘prices 
at the dates of actual purchase and 
sale. The\ Government now admits 
that taxes should not be collected on 
losses. The Government still clalms 
that profits disclosed by the difference 
between the prices at the statutory 
date and at the sale are taxable. But 
the courts may find again that profits 
are. increase of capitaj, not income 
from capital.. It may be right to tax 
profits as profits, but it dannot be 
right to tax capital as income, nor 
can capital be made income by statute.

THE BRAZILIAN CABLE. 

The United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals, ix refusing the Government’s 
appeal for an injunction to prevent 
the Western Union from landing in 
Florida the cable connecting with the 
British line along the coast of Brazil, 
has not yet made possible the connec- 
tion of the cable. There is another 
suit in’ the District of Columbia, and 
the whole issue will be taken up to the 
Supreme Court. The Areuit Court of 
however, held that the 
precedents did not establish the right 
of the President to forbid the landing 
of cables. In a number of instances 
in the last fifty years that right has 
been exercised by the Ex@cutive, and 
successfully; in two or three in- 
stances law officers of the Govern-

than a year ago a bill was introduced 
‘by Senator Ke.Lioce explicitly con- 
ferring that power on the President, 
and if the Supreme Court sustains the 
Circuit Court that bill ought to be re- 
introduced and passed. 

Yor in the present controversy over 
the control of: the world’s lines of com- 
munication this Government is at a 
dangerous. disadvantage. In most 
other countries the ‘Government and 
the cable companies co-operate close- 
ly. This is notably the case with the 
British. But our Government has be- 
come involved in a fight with the chief 
of the American cable interests, a 

company which ought to be the Gov- 
ernment’s principal ally in the struggle 
for adequate and safe American cable 
service. The Western Union’s record 
makes. it inconceivable that its offi- 
cials would deliberately maintain a 
position which: they regard as un- 
favorable to the commercial interests 
of ‘the country, but “their certainty of 
the good intentions of thelr British 
partners in the South American cable 
lines is not shared by everybody.’ They 
have drifted into a position where 
they are fighting. to maintain the 
cable monopoly held till lately by a 
British company over communication 
between the’ United States and Brazil. 
By a combifiation of favorable conces- 
sions and the accidents of geography, 
that contpany’s position in the north- 
ern Brazilian ports is in gli probability 
unassailable, but the All-America 
Cables have laid lines to Santos and 
Rio de Janeiro, ‘and thereby made 
possible communication over Amer- | 
ican lines between the United States 
and {the ‘chief centres of Brazilian 
trade.

* PITTSBURGH, March 13.—There con- 
tinues to be a rather light demand for 
plates, and what little business has been 
|done and is developing is largely for 
ofl storage tanks; while there is alfo: 
‘@ little business in plates. for car repair 
work. There are practically no-orders 
for new, freight cars under consideration. 
The railroads “are far from being in¢ 
terested, while the fancy-priced’ cars 
bought last year by some industrial con- 
cerns are not having as great. an earning 
power as expected. The market con- 
tinues quotable at 2.10c, the Steel Cor- 
|poration’s price remaining at 2.65c. 
Some independents niight not accept an 
order for plates at less than-2.65c, but 
that is doubtful. Reports of plates 
being offered at 2.00c originate from the 
erroneous’ method of taking Chicago 
prices and deducting the freight.’ It fs 
understood that a Chicago producer is 
openly quoting plates at 2.38c, Chicago, 
but that simply represents an effort to 
protect the local.market against the 
more easterly~ mills that would -quote 
2.10c, Pittsburgh, or 2.48c, Chicago. 

The steel bar market remains quotable 
at 2.00c, though the order must be a 
reasonably attractive” one; if the ‘speci- 


might possibly be secured at 2.00c Iron 
bars remain, quotable at 2.%0c, Pitts- 
burgh, as very easily done, a price based 
on the astern" market,” as thefe are 
some mills that quote regularly 2.35c, 
Pittsburgh, for Eastern shipment, and 
2.35c, mill, for Western shipment, mak- 
ing 2.70 delivered Pittsburgh or Phila- 
delphia.

Standard pipe and tin 
plate enjoy the distinction of being the 
only important finished steel. products 
that have not yielded in price.to the in- 
dependent market. All other products— 
blue annealed, black and galvanized 
sheets, bars, shapes, plates, &c.—have 
been shaded more or less. In various 
descriptions of welded steel tubular 
goods, substantial price concessions are 
possible with some of the independents, 
and this is particularly true of line pipe. 
a commodity that has always furnished 
an attractive field for price cutting. 
Pipe mill Operations continue. to show 
up. very well as compared with opera- 
tions in other branches of steel finish- 
ing.. The leading pipe interest is still 
running full, while several independents 
are doing better in their pipe depart- 
ment than in any other. ne Youngs- 
town interest has recently operated the 
pipe mi’ when. every other department 
was idle. 

Careful inquiry among the sheet mills 
reveals the fact that at least four o 
them will sell black sheets on an order 
of moderate size, involving fair specifi- 
cations, at 4.00c,-or $2 a ton under the 
market- quotation. The leqding in- 
terest ‘maintains its former.' price of 
4.35c. The usual quotation on galvan- 
ized by mills not adhering to the In- 
dustrial Board price is 4.20c. However, 
6.10¢ can be done without much diffi- 
culty with several mills, while the lead- 
ing interest conforms to the Industrial 
Board price of 5.70c.. Blue annealed 
sheets are being quoted by a few pro- 
ducers at 3.00c for a fair sized order 
with an ordinary run of gauges. A 
lower price could be done when the 
specification runs to plate mill thick- 
nesses, but it is well established that 
on'a specification with 15.and 16 gauge 
in it.

The only thing that would in- 
volve a lower price for tin plate up to 
July 1, would be a gerneral reduction in 
steel prices by United States Steel: 
it would hardly leave tin plate out if it 
were modifying prices. Operations of 
the independent tin mills are at about
